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We  all  enjoy  to  meet  vith  friends  and  relatives  from  time  to  time 
in  order  to  become  better  acquainted  and  to  revive  old  memories.  Nov 
it  isn't  hard  to  remember  events  of  special  interest,  but  names  and 
dates  often  escape  us  as  the  years  pass  on.  It  is  vise,  then,  to 
record  some  of  the  more  important  days  in  the  lives  of  each  of  us  and 
to  make  an  official  record  of  them.  And  so  at  the  Roemke  Family 
Reunion  meeting  at  Gerke’s  Rail  in  195^ >  it  vas  resolved  to  proceed 
vith  this  task  throughout  the  Roemke  Family. 

Information  sheets  were  printed  shortly  thereafter  and  distributed. 
This  data  has  now  been  compiled  and  is  included  in  the  following  pages. 

A  family  tree  has  also  been  drawn  to  show  in  picture  form  the  entire  * 
Roemke  Family  as  ve  know  it  today.  This  also  includes  a  life  history 
cf  the  Grandfather,  Conrad  Roemke,  in  Germany,  and  the  first  generation 
including  Conrad,  William  and  Charles  Roemke  in  America.  Although 
the  information  is  not  complete,  it  does  include  a  number  of  the 
important  events.  Host  of  the  information  vas  given  as  remembered 
by  the  children.  Other  information  vas  obtained  from  the  Fort  Wayne 
and  Indianapolis  Geneological  Libraries,  and  we  are  very  much  indebted 
to  Auguste  Rippe  and  her  son,  Wilhelm,  for  the  information  on  the  relatives 
in  Germany. 

I  am  sorry  that  this  has  been  delayed  so  long,  but  the  amount 
cf  detail  work  required  to  complete  a  project  of  this  nature  vas 
considerably  more  than.  I  realized.  I  am  grateful  to  all  who  cooperated 
and  helped  to  make  Phis  S3  complete  as  it  is.  At  the  same  time,  I 
wish  to  apologize  for  errors. 

As  I  studied  the  history  of  the  Roemke  family  since  sometime  in 
1820,  there  vas  cue  dominating  influence  that  motivated  and  permeated 
the  lives  of  our  parents  and  grandparents  throughout  the  one  hundred 
and  forty  years.  I c  vas  the  acceptance  of  Jesus  Christ  as  their  Savior, 
and  the  Importance  of  the  Bible  as  a  guide  to  daily  living.  Hay  God 
bless  cur  present  Roemke  family  as  well  as  the  generations  to  follow 
vith  that  same  measure  of  humility,  faith,  and  trust  in  their  Savior. 
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CONRAD  ROEMKE  1820  -  1897 


We  turn  back  she  pages  of  history  to  the  time  when  Tecumseh  and 
his  Indian  tribes  were  fighting  General  Farmer  and  General  Harrison 
in  the  Port  Wayne  area.  This  was  about  tHoaty  years  before  the  first 
log  house  was  built  in  Maumee  Township  near  a  shallow  section  in  the 
river  later  called  Bull  Rapids.  It  was  at  this  time  that  a  baby  was 
born  (March  20 ,  1820)  In  Seelenfeld,  Westphalen,  Germany,  and  they 
named  him  Ernst  Dietrich  Conrad  Roemke  (named  Conrad) .  Ye  begin  the 
history  of  the  Roenke  family  with  this  baby. 


We  know  nothing  of  jais.  childhood,  nor  do  we  know,  anything  of 
his  parents,  brothers,  or  sisters,  but  we  do  know  that  he  was  married 
oil  November  29*  1850,  at  WIndheim  a.d.  Weser  bo  Christine  Luise  Karoline 
Meier.  She  was  born  March  10,  lSl-9,  and  came,  from  Joessen,  13 .  One 
child,  Elisabeth t  was  born  to  this  union,  before  the  mother  died  of 
Consumption  on  May  15,  1852. 


On  July  14,  1854,  Conrad  Roemke  married  a,  si3ter  of  his  first  wife, 
Frederike  Wilhelmitra  Meier,  born  on  ^November  -18,  1827..  Four  children 
were  born  to  this  union-*-Fritz,  Conrad,  Wilhelmine;  and- Wilhelm.  The 
mother  of  these  children  died  on 'January  13",  1869*  and  was  buried  on 
a  cemetery  in  Lahde. 


Conrad  Roemke  was  then  married  for  a  third  time  to  Luise  Wiebke, 
(  J.r  \  (40  years  ond)*  on  July  7*  1871 .  *  Two  children  were  born  to  this 
marriage,  Karl  s.nd  Luise.  The  mother  of  these  two  children  died 
August  9,  " 890  and  was  buried  on  a  cemetery  in  Lahde.  Conrad  Roemke 
died  on  June  25,  1-897*  at  the. age  of  77  years  and  was  also  buried 
on  a  cemetery  in  Lahde.  ,

Conrad  Roemke  lived,  at  a  time  when  Germany  was  in  the  midst  of 
wars  with  France  and  living  conditions  for  the  -common  man  were  poor. 

He  made  his  living  as  a  shepherd.  However,  he  also  had  some  sheep 
of  his  own.  He  was  also  known  as  somewhat  of  a  veterinarian  and 
neighbors  would  call  him  In  for  advice  when,  their  animals  were- sick. 

He  also  trained  clogs  for  other  shepherds .  We  have  very  little  additional 
information  on  his  life,  but  we  do  know  that  he  was  a  sincere  religious 
man  and  reared  his  family  accordingly. 


Sons  Conrad  and  William  returned  to  Germany  for  a  visit  in  1922. 
vf  Father  Conrad  Roemke.  had. .passed  on  by  this  time,  but  they  visited 
their  brother  and  sister.  They  found  many. changes  when  they  came 
back.  They  were  disappointed  to  find  that  the  church  hell  from  their 
home  church  in  Lahde  had  been  removed.  This  was  done  during  World 
War  I  when  the  Government  confis ca zed  all  bells,  melted  the  iron,  and 
used  it  for  aromunltion.  When  the  two  brothers  came  back  to  America, 
they  collected  money  from  interested  friends  and  sent  it  to  Germany 
for  another  bell.  Auguste  RIppe,  daughter  of  Frits  Roemke,  wrote  a 
letter  in  che  Spring  of  1959  and  said  she  remembered  the  day  when  this 
bell  was  dedicated.  Today  this  is  the  only  church  bell  still  ringing 
in  Lahde .

Conrad  Hoemke  was  a  man  of .  about  185  pounds, 
eleven  Inches  tall*  and  carried  himself  well  -  as 
had  a  goatee,  which  made  him  look  very  soldierly. 


He  was  five  feet 
a  soldier.  He  always 


In  the  year  1904  he  took  a  trip  to  the  St.  Louis  Fair,  and  in  the 
year  1922  he  and  his  brother  William  travelled  to  Germany.  He  was 
a  man  of  godd  health,  but  about  the  year  1923 >  asthma  started  to  bother 
him.  This  became  steadily  worse,  in  fact,  so  bad  that  he  had  to  be 
taken  to  Mackinac,  Michigan  during  the  hay  fever  season.  Complications 
of  this  caused  his  death  on  December  22,  1933* 

Wilbelmina ,  his  wife,  was  a  faithful  companion  through  the  difficult 
years  of  clearing  fields  for  farmland  and  rearing. a  large  family.  One 
•child,  William  Frederick,  died  at  only  four  months  of  age,  when  he  fel1 
out  of  a  spring  wagon  as  the  team  of  horses  ran  away.  Wilhelmina 
died  on  January  13,  1923 ,  of  gall  stone  trouble.

A  short  time  later  Karoline  Oetting  Meyer  came  to  this  country. 

She  had  two  children,  Wilhelm  and  Lena.  Her  husband  wa3  .killed1' 
during  Wo rM  War  I,  in  March  1915*  Her  brother  William  Oetting  and  othei 
arranged  for  transportation  for  her  and  the  two  children  to  this  country , 
She  was  hired  by  Conrad  Roeake  to  do  housekeeping  and  In  March  of  1924 
they  were  married.  .4  son,  Walter  George,  was  born  to  them  the  following 
year.  However,  after  several  years,  they  mutually  agreed  to  separate 
and  shortly  thereafter  a  divorce  was  obtained. 

Karoline  Meyer  Roemke  was  also  bothered  a  great  deal  with  asthma  ; 
and  mgi?ed  to  Hevada  to  get  relief.  She  died  on  April  24,  1944,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Concordia  Cemetery. 

Conrad  Hoemke  was  known  as  a  loyal  and  progressive  man  in  the 
community,  not  only  in  church,  but  also  in  community  affairs.  He 
helped  organise  the  Wooaburn  Equity  Exchange  and  was  chairman  of  the 
board  for  many  years.  He  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Woodburn  State  Bank  until  his  death.  Aa  a  citizen 
he  gave  his  support  to  the  Democratic  Party.  In  church  he  played  a 
very  active  part  serving  in  many  positions  throughout  the.  many  years. 

Wot  only  did  he  held  many  offices,  but  he  also  contributed  in  time  and 
money.  Aa  long  as  he  was  able,  you  would  see  him  every  Sunday  morning, 
walking  with  a  cane  from  his  home  to  church. 

The  biography  of  Conrad.  Roemke  as  given  in  the  Geniologieal 
library  in  Fort  Wayne,  states  that  he  n  is  another  of  the  sterling  and 
energetic  citizens  who  have  aided  in  developing  and  upholding  the 
prestige  of  agricultural  industry  in  the  Fort  Wayne  area.”

Wilhelmine  Charlotte  Roemke  was  born  on  February 
29 *  i860  in  Lahde.  She  was  married  to  Herman  Meier.  He  was  a  shoe 
cobbler  by  trade.  They  had  three  children.  One  boy  died  in  Hitler's 
army.  A  girl  died  at  the  age  of  twelve  from  a  child1  s  disease.  The 
one  son  still  lives,  as  far  as  we  know,  and  his  name  Is  Herman  Meyer.

In  the  year  1913 >  as  a  widow,  Wilhelmine  Meyer  and  her  three 
children  moved  to  Posen  in  Poland.  However,  in  the  year  1945  they  were 
forced  to  flee  from  the  Russians  during  the  war.  She  had  been  ill, 
and  became  worse  while  in  flight,  and  died.  We  know  nothing  more  about 
her,  nor  where  she  was  buried.

Roemke  on  January  8,  1863  in  Lahde,  Germany.  He  attended  the  schools 
of  Lahde  unti'1  he  was  about  14  years  of  age.  At  this  age  he  hired  out 
a3  a  shepherd  boy.  As  a  shepherd  he  lived  in  a  small  hut  with  the 
3heep.  This  would  be  located  in  hlV s  and  valleys  and  about  twice  a 
week  a  foreman  would  come  with  a  horse  and  move  his  location  and  bring 
the  necessary  food.  The  first  year  the  foreman  stayed  with  him  a  pert Ion 
of  the  time.  Ee  vas  afraid  because  he  had  to  protect  his  sheep  from 
robbers  and  wolves.  He  always  had  at  least  one  dog  with  him  and  sometime 
two  dogs . 

He  did  this  every  year  until  he  was  nineteen.  He  had  come  to  a  point 
where  he  would  either  have  to  go  into  military  service  or  leave  the 
country.  He  and  his  brother  Conrad  decided  to  come  to  America  at  this 
time.  He  arrived  in  Hew  York  from  Bremen  on  the  3rd  of  May  1882.  From 
Hew  York  he  came  directly  to  Fort  Wayne  and  stayed  with  Fred  Korte  - 
his  first  cousin.  The  entire  cost  from  Bremen  to  Fort  Wayne  va3 
$40.00.  He  worked  for  Muellers  Brick  Yard,  Gerberding  Construction 
and  Chris  Koester  in  the  first  five  years. 

He  promised  his  fanher  when  he  left  that  he  would  return  in  5  years  to 
visit  him,  and  so  in  1887  in  the  first  week  in  December  he  set  sail 
again  and  was  heme  In  time  to  spend  Christmas  with  his  father.*  When 
he  told  his  father  all  about  America,  he  was  Inclined  to  move  with  his 
family  to  America,  but  the  step-mother  didn't  want  to  and  he  decided 
against  it.  However,  he  wanted  Charles  his  youngest  son  to  go  with  him. 
And  so  about  April  the  two  came  back  to  America.  William  went  back  to 
work  for  C.  Koester  and  then  for  Henry  Feuesner  until  his  saw  mill 
burned  down.  He  then  rented  the  "Hausb.elt”  Place  -  presently  Burchardts  . 
While  working  this  farm,  a  neighbor  girl  often  brought  him  sandwiches  - 
her  name  was  Meta  Rahman.  She  stayed  with  her  brother  John  Rahman 
about  one  mile  down  Rahman  Road.  This  acquaintance  really  dated  back 
to  the  last  trip  to  Germany. 

William  knew  John  Rahman,  and  John  Rahman  3aid  that  he  would  pay 
Meta's  expenses  if  he  would  bring  her  back  with  him.  However  Meta 
had  contracted  herseT  for  $''4.00  a  year  as  a  housemaid  and  they  would  no 
release  her  from  this  contract  until  the  end  of  the  year.  So  Meta  came 
across  at  a  different  time,  but  after  she  arrived  here,  the  courting  was 
soon  underway  and  on  April  22  x  1889  they  were  married  at  St.  Peters 
Lutheran  Church,  Rev.  Moritz  Michael,  Pastor.  They  were  married  at  2:00 
in  the  afternoon.

Several  years  later  he  bought  44  acres  from  Henry  Schepleman.  Later 
the  Feuse  Place  in  1908  was  purchased ,  consisting  of  180  acres.  40 
additional  acres  were  later  acquired  through  a  trade  withfrMr.  Eouke . 
Sometime  later  he  bought  36  acres  of  ground  near  Tfoodburn.  This  farm 
was  later  sold  to  Walter  Stevenson.  He  also  bought  a  heme  in  Wood  burn 
near  the  Public  Shcool.  However?  this  was  sold  again  in  later  life  and 
he  never  actual] y  lived  in  it.  In  later  life  he  sold  the  Feuse  Farm  to 
Bill  Roemke  and  the  home  place  to  Chris  Roemke.  He  lived  the  last 
few  years  then  irf  retirement,  except  that  he  still  looked  after  his 
small  flock  of  sheep. 


William  Poemke  was  a  man  of  small  stature  about  51  8”  tall  and  145  Los. 
in  weight.  He  had  a  mustache  and  his  hair  was  quite  gray  In  his  older 
age.  He  did  non  wear  glasses  (except  to  read)  but  was  plagued  with 
headaches  throughout  his  life.  Howevrer,  they  were  less  severe  in  later- 
life.  He  was  bothered  with  stomach  ulcers  in  his  middle  years,  but 
completely  recovered  from  this.  In  1932  it  became  necessary  to  have 
a  prostate  gland  operation  and  after  several  years  he  made  a  complete 
recovery.  He  spent  his  last  years  in  good  health  in  semi -retirement . 
Since  his  "shepherd  boy”  days,  he  had  a  love  for  sheep,  and  was  feeding 
sheep  when  he  suddenly  became  ill,  came  into  the  house  and  died  within 
an  hour  of  a  cerbral  hemorrago  attack  on  January  31*  1933. 


Meta,  his  wife,  was  somewhat  tall,  5 r  8”.  She  was  the  youngest  of  seven 
children.  As  a  girl,  she  helped  her  mother  and  blind  father.  At  14 
she  was  hired  out  as  a  maid  -  and  in  1887  came  to  America.  Two  years 
later  she  was  married  to  "William  Hoemke .  Raising  twelve  children  in 
addition  to  household  work  and  farm  work  was  indeed  a  challenge,  but 
she  was  equal  to  it.  She  worked  hard  and  had  few  idle  moments".  However 
she  was  never  too  busy  for  church  or  morning  and  evening  devotions.  Her- 
philosophy  of  life  was  to  be  humble,  count  your  blessings  and  have  coapl 
faith  and  trust  in  your  Lord  and  Savior.  She  grew  old  gracefully, 
enjoying  the  later  years  of  her  life  and  was  in  good  health,  until  the 
last  year o  '  She  was  under  a  doctor *3  care  when  she  suffered  a  stroke 
in  June,  1955?  which  paralysed  her  left  side.  She  became  steadily 
worse  and  passed  away  on  0cto  30?  1955* 


William  Roemke  was  an  energetic  man  who  also  took  his  part  in  church  and 
community  affairs.  .High  points  in  his  life  were  -  trip  to  Worlds  Fair 
in  St .  Louis  in  1904  -  new  Dodge  Touring  car  in  1919  -  Beleo  Electric  li 
in  1920  -  two  cylinder  Titan  tractor  about  1921  -  and* a  trip  to  Germany 
in  IS. 22.  He  was  a  Democrat  in  politics  and  served  as  Advisory  Board 
Member  of  Maumee  Township.  He  was  active. in  many  other  community  projec 
serving  as  P^es.  of  Wpodburn  Telephone  Co.  and  on  the  Wcodburn  Bank  Boar 
of  Directors  until  his  death..  He’ was 'also  £  faithful  member  of  Zion 
Lutheran  Church  serving  many  years  f.n  a  number  of  different  capacities^,

3et  sail  for  America,  and  Charles  never  returned  to  his  native  land  again 

The  sea  was  rough  and  stormy  on  the  journey  to  America,  and  Charles  became 
de$hly  sick.  However,  after  landing,  he  soon  recovered  and  they  were 
enroute  to  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.  His  first  stay  was  at  Kramer* s  on 
Division  Street.  He  worked  at  odd  jobs,  but  after  several  years  decided 
on  the  carpenter  trade.  He  built  his  own  home  in  1899  at  2448  John  Street 
Several  years  later,  he  left  the  carpenter  trade  and  started  work  at  the 
3ass  Foundry.  In  about  1911  ,  he  and  William  Oetting  opened  a  grocery 
store  at  Lafayette  and  Pontiac  Streets.  After  several  years,  he  quit  the 
grocery  business  and  went  back  to  work  for  the  Bass  Foundry.  He  worked 
there  until  about  71  to  72  years  of  age.  He  then  became  subject  to 
fainting  spells  and  retired.  His  health  started  to  fail  and  after  several 
strokes,  he  passed  away  on  June  25,  1951. 

He  was  married  to  Wilhelmina  Oetting  on  September  13 »  1899.  Six  children 
were  born  to  this  union.  However,  before  she  could  rear  her  family  to 
maturity,  her  health  failed.  She  finally  developed  a  stomach  tumor  and 
passed  away  on  March  21,  1917- 

Sophie  Marie  Koeneman  Fuelling  was  a  widow  who  lived  across  the  street 
from  their  home  on  John  Street.  She  had  four  children  from  her  first 
marriage,  Luella  (Rcemke),  Malinda  (Shay),  Ilene  (Thiele),  and  William 
(Fuelling),  who  died  in  an  accident  at  the  age  of  13-  Charles  Roemke 
and  Sophie  Fuelling  were  married  on  January  23 >  1924.  They  lived  on 
John  Street  until  his  death.  Sophie  Roemke  then  lived  with  her  daughters 
until  she  passed  away  on  September  6,  1957. 

Charles  Roemke  was  a  faithful  member  of  Zion  Lutheran  Church  until  his 
death.  He  attended  church  regularly  and  found  much  comfort  in  .the  visits 
of  his  pastor  in  his  later  days.
